Cnder th e law. lobbyists are 
re q uire d in th e ir sw orn 
statements to list all amounts 
receiviHl and expimded tor lob­ 
bying activities, including food, 
refresh ments, entertainment, 
transportation and "oth er ser­ 
vices" wh ere legislators are in­ 
volved 
Documentation is not required 
under th e law, and th e lobbyists 
th emselves vary in wh at th ey 
report. Th e only detail provided 
usually are such th ings as 
membersh ips in th e Nebraska 
Club. 
Some persons associated with 
lobbyists and th eir activities 
h ave indicated lobbyists’ reports 
sh ow only a segment of th e en­ 
tire scope of lobbying

submitted to th e county board a 
week ago. 


At th at time. State Welfare 
Director Lawrence Grah am told 
th e commissioners th at th eir ap­ 


pointment must be one of th e 
top five scorers on th e state 
merit e.xamination of all th e 
applicants finally considered. 


He said th at state regulations 
reipiire th is and th at h is cer­ 
tification is required for official 
appointment to th e position 
in response to questions from

on a year-tor-year basis for 
experience up to a maximum of 
th ree years.” th e guidelines 
state. 


Th e manual also says full-time 
paid professional experience in a 
public or private welfare agency 
may be substituted on a year-for- 
year basis tor th e required un­ 
dergraduate education.

Libyan Trial 


CAIRO (AP) - Th e Libyan 
government announced late Sun­ 
day th e h ijackers of th e Japan 
Air Lines jumbo jet will go on 
trial as common criminals. 
Th e announcement by Libyan 
information minister in a state­ 
ment read over Tripoli radio 
gave no date for th e trial. 
Th e four h ijackers blew up th e 
JAL Boeing 7 47 at Bengh azi Air­ 
port last Tuesday, ending a four- 
day saga th at took th e jetliner 
from Amsterdam to th e Persian 
Gulf sh eikdom of Dubai and 
later Damascus. Everyone got 
out safely before th e plane was 
blown up. 
A fifth terrorist, a woman, was 
killed by h er own h and grenade 
early in th e fligh t. Some reports 
claim ed sh e was th e only 
h ijacker wh o knew th e plan for 
th e air piracy. A purser was in­ 
jured in th e grenade blast. 
Libyan auth orities said th e 
h ijackers h ave given 
in­ 
vestig ators 
c ontra dic tory 
statements and h ave refused to 
identify th em selves. Th ey 
rejected th e h ijackers’ appeal to 
be "treated as revolutionaries 
struggling against tyranny.” 
Th e Libyan statement said 
th at th e h ijackers failed to give 
any reasonable justification for 
endangering lives and psy­ 
ch ologically terrorizing th e 
passengers on th e airliner. 
Th e government now is sure 
th e h ijackers are not defenders 
of any cause but are after only 
money, adventure, and fame, it 
said.

Th e accord reportedly also calls on th e 
U S Central Intelligence .Agency to dis­ 
solve Its paramilitary forces m Laos and 
to end th e "secret war" th at only now is 
coming under congressional .stTUtiny 
Th e settlement was announced m 
general terms at th e h eadquarters of th e 
.50-man f’ath et l.ao Mission in Vientiane 
and was confirmed by royal Laotian and 
I S sources 
Soth Peth rasy. th e ch ief delegate of th e

Spacewalk Put Off 
For Skylab Crewmen 


SPACE CENTER. Houston (AP) - 
Space officials Sunday postponed a space 
walk planned for Tuesday to give th e 
Skylab space sailors time to recover from 
a seasickness-type of ailment 
•Mission Control told Skylab com­ 
mander Alan L. Bean th at mission 
planners were sch eduling th e space walk 
for Wednesday instead of Tuesday to give 
th e crew time to get over a siege of mo­ 
tion sickness. 
"We couldn’t ask for better th an th at." 
said Bean. 
Bean. Dr. Owen K. Garriott and Jack 
R. Lousma fell h ours beh ind in efforts to 
activate th eir orbiting laboratory and set 
up h ousekeeping for th eir 59 -day mission 
— th e longest space stay ever attempted. 
Bean said h e and h is crewmates were 
suffering too much from motion sickness 
to work at th e sch eduled speed. He also 
asked for th e space walk delay. 
"It would be sort of my subjective opi­ 
nion th at a couple of days from now we’d 
h ave a h ard time going EVA (extra 
veh icular activity).” said Bean. "Th at’d 
be my guess just from th e rate of adapta­ 
tion we’re h aving at th e m om ent" 
Garriott and Lousma are sch eduled to 
make th e space walk. Th ey are to install a 
sun sh ade on th e outside of th e orbiting 
space station to reinforce th e protection 
of a sh ade installed by th e Skylab 1 crew. 
Th e astronauts will also ch ange film in a 
solar telescope camera system. 
Bean also asked and received permis­ 
sion for th e astronauts to sleep late Mon­ 
day morning. He said rest would h elp 
th em recover from th e illness. 
Earlier, th e commander said th e space 
station activation was going slowly and 
th at th e men were several pages beh ind 
on th e fligh t plan. 
"It’s becoming obvious to us th at we’re 
just not as spry up h ere as we’d like to 
be,” said Bean. 


Doctors prescribed medication and 
h ead exercises to h elp th e men’s systems 
adapt to weigh tlessness. Adaptation, doc­ 
tors felt, will cause th e problem to dis­ 
appear. 
Mission control said th e spacemen 
sh ould take medicine, rest an h our, and 


th en do h ead movements. Th e exerci.ses 
involved vigorously tilting th e h ead from 
side to side for 9(k) to 1.200 times. Th is, 
experts said, could h elp th e astronauts' 
b a l a nc e 
m e c h a ni s m 
a da pt 
to 
weigh tlessness. 
Bean said h e was not sure it would be a 
successful th erapy, but agreed to try it 
"Th at’s wh at we did prior to th e fligh t 
but it didn’t seem to work on th e th ree of 
us for some reason.” said Bean 
Mission control earlier said th e 
astronauts could take a work break of 
several h ours to try to recover, but a 
master alarm in th e command module at­ 
tach ed to th e space station interrupted 
th at. 
Th e astronauts said th e alarm was 


caused by a sh ort circuit. 
Mission control later reported th at an 
electric cable supplying an experiment 
data system apparently sh orted out Th e 
experiment, involving six mice and a 
swarm of vinegar gnats, was a total 
failure, officials said, because scientists 
will not be able to get th e data. Th e small 
creatures were part of a study on th e 
effects of space travel. 


"Probably one of th ose mice is sitting 
on an open terminal down th ere, ” 
Lousma joked. "He’ll get off it after 
awh ile.” 


"I th ough t maybe h e got h ungry and 
decided 
h e 
liked 
insulation or 
someth ing,” said Bruce McCandless. a 
capsule communicator in mission control 
Bean asked mission control to sch edule 
a ligh t day for th e astronauts on Monday 
to allow th em to get th eir "space legs.” 


‘Tm h oping we’ll plan it pretty slack,” 
h e said. “I th ink th at’s wh at we need — 
some slack time to get squared away.” 
Mission control agreed. 
Th e skylab commander said: “We 
seem to be improving a little bit,” but h e 
expressed concern about a space walk 
sch eduled for Tuesday. 
Bean said th e spacemen h ad also lost 
th eir appetites.

Chuck and B. ,1. Browning are

At the same time they’ re 


testing their own truism that two 
eyes are almost as good as four. 


Chuck Browning is legally 
blind, but with the help of his 
wife, a colleague as well as a 
consort, he’s speedily finishing 
up his doctoral studies in 
counseling psychology at the 
Cniversity of Nebraska*Lincoln. 
Also a graduate student in 
counseling psychology, B .1 
expects to complete her masters 
degree by Ik*c<‘mber — Chuck’s 
target date for the completion of 
his dissertation 


But counseling is more than 


academic for the couple. They 
met while occupying adjacent of­ 
fices at the California State 
Dept, of Rehabilitation. 


And what they began together, 
the couple hopes to continue 
together.

“ maverick,” Chuck is looking 
forward to being “ my own man” 
and “ doing my own thing” He's 
hoping to set aside one or two 
days a week at his clinic for peo­ 
ple who can’t afford formal 
therapy. 
Although the clinic would be a 
first for the couple, Chuck's year 
and a half of private counseling 
in California boosts their creden­ 
tials. In addition, both Brow­

personal crisis service, a private 
telephone help line, Chuck en­ 
counters "a little bit of 
everything” but very few 
suicidal crises.

FAcn though reading is dif­ 
ficult, Churk spends most of his 
spare time at it, “ If his nose is 
not in a textbook, it’ s in a jour­ 
nal, ” observes his wife. 


Determined to get through, 


the 
Brownings are working 


against another deadline — the 
birth of their first child in Oc­ 
tober. 


They’re already wondering 
what it’ll be like for “ him” or 
“ her” to have two psychologists 
for parents.

“ Beautiful" is o ne wo rd that mig ht be used to describe 
the g reat o utdo o rs at this time. Seldo m hav e we been able to 
enjo y such a summer as this o ne, adequate mo isture at the 
rig ht time, co o l ev ening s and g enerally balmy day s. 


Oh y es, the rain dirties up the family car and It in­ 
terferes no w and then with y o ur plans fo r o utside activ ities 
but it is o ne o f the g reatest g ifts the Creato r g iv es us. And 
what it has do ne fo r plant life o f all kinds is so mething to 
beho ld. 


Three ears o f co rn per stalk is a distinct po ssibility fo r 
many farmers this y ear and dry -land pro ductio n o f 120 
bushels to the acre is no w in the cards. Farm po nds are full 
o f water and while the rainy weather has slo wed the wheat 
harv est so me, that harv est ho lds a pro mise that is the env y 
o f mo st o f the wo rld. 


Lawms in the Linco ln area hav e rarely lo o ked so lush and 
o ne can almo st watch them g ro w. One cutting a week is no t 
eno ug h to keep ahead o f them. No summer applicatio n o f 


fertilizer has ev en been needed. 
Wildlife seems to abo und, despite state repo rts that the 
quail po pulatio n is do wn. Ro bins and redbirds, as well as the 
mo re co mmo n sparro ws and the no isy purple martins, 
abo und in ev ery habitat that inv ites them. 


A cutting o f the hedg e, also g ro wing by leaps and 
ho unds, ex po sed a nest o f tiny sparro ws. They are three v ery 
small balls o f fur at the mo ment, ey es still clo sed and 
mo uths co nstantly o pen in search o f fo o d fro m their parents. 


One canno t ev en be casual o r indifferent to a nest o f 
baby sparro ws, as plentiful as the birds are and as much o f a 
nuisance as they o ften make o f themselv es. Despite all o f 
that, the small birds represent new life and who can snuff 
that o ut witho ut a twing e o f co nscience? 


It is with reg ret that y o u disco v er that y o u hav e cut away 
all the co v er abo v e the birds’ nest. It is then that y o u no tice 
the mo ther sparro w tweeting away in the tree, much clo ser 
to y o u than these nerv o us birds wo uld o rdinarily permit. 
But the pro g enitiv e instincts are o v erwhelming , co n­ 
quering all the o ther mo tiv atio nal fo rces within life. Fear is 
no t abando ned in the perpetuity o f a species but it is no t 
allo wed to interfere, no t at least to the po int o f entinctio n. 


In so me unex plainable way , the co ncern o f each 
g eneratio n is mo re with tho se who are to co me than with 
itself. Mo re than any o ther thing , this driv e fo r surv iv al o f 
the g ro up rather than the pre-eminence o f the indiv idual is 
the salv atio n o f o ur wo rld and its env iro nment. 


It is also a larg e part o f the fo undatio n o n which we hav e 
built o ur so ciety and its institutio ns. We are a dicho to my o f 
indiv iduality and co llectiv ism, each o f us seeking the hig hest 
lev el o f his po tential within the framewo rk o f co mmo n 
ideals and disciplines. 
In the surv iv al and pro g ress o f each o f us, we find the 
well-being o f all o f us. And, as we kno w, in the misery and 
suffering o f so me o f us, we find the deg radatio n o f all o f us. 


Bey o nd what the Creato r has g iv en us, the feathered 
family in the hedg e recalls His wo rds: “ Beho ld the birds o f 
the air, fo r they neither so w, no r do they reap, no r g ather 
into barns: and y o ur heav enly Father feedeth them . . . Co n­ 
sider the lilies o f the field, ho w they g ro w: they labo r no t, 
neither do they spin. 


“ But I say to y o u, that no t ev en So lo mo n in all his g lo ry 
was array ed as o ne o f these . . . " 
And so we see o ur o wn self-interest a co nsequence o f 
o ur o wTi self-sacrifice.

One o f the hig hest co urts 
to rule o n the issue o f integ rating 
hig h scho o l teams o n the basis o f 
sex is the U. S. Co urt o f Appeals 
fo r the Six th Circuit. In a case 
decided last J anuary , the co urt 
upheld a lo wer co urt o rder that 
g irls may no t be prev ented fro m 
participating fully in in- 
tershco lastic no n-co ntact spo rts. 


The Indiana Supreme Co urt, 
ruling o n a class-actio n suit

It im­ 
plies g radual neutralizatio n, 
larg ely precipitated by bilateral 
superpo wer dealing s, which 
wo uld reduce American defense 
streng th o n Euro pe’s side o f the 
Atlantic and implicitly weaken 
the deg ree o f U.S. co mmitment 
to pro tect that area. 


Fo r West Euro peans, “ Finlan- 
dizatio n" means that it wo uld ul- 
tim ately ex po se them to 
pressures fro m the nearby So v iet 
Unio n while the United States 
inched back to ward neo ­ 
iso latio nism.

Finland is cho sen as a sy mbo l: 
a demo cratic co untry o v er 
who se po litics, nev ertheless, 
Mo sco w brandishes so me kind o f 
v eto ; a co untry with a free 
market sy stem, capital and labo r 
unio ns; nev ertheless, a co untry 
tied to the USSR o n aU crucial 
internatio nal matters.

The Yug o slav s knqw that 
when their 82-y ear-o ld hero , 
Marshall Tito , dies, they may 
face difficu lties resu ltin g fro m 
cen trifu gal fo rces in side the 
co u n try an d So v iet p ressu res 
o u tside it. They are therefo re 
try in g to p rep are fo r a stable 
co n tin u atio n o f Tito ’s p o Ucy an d 
admin istratio n bu t this is far 
fro m easy to acco mp lish. 
To day aU g o v ernments in the 
o utrig ht pro -So v iet part o f East 
Euro pe jo ined in the Warsaw 
Pact headed by a po st-war 
g eneratio n. Their leaders are 
natio nalists and were no t 
bro ug ht to po wer by Russian 
tanks in 19 45 . 


They hav e in co mmo n an urg e 
to mo v e in any field where it is 
po ssible to g ain mo re eco no mic, 
so cial and military independence 
so they can speak with their o wn 
v o ices, no t as echo es. But they 
hav e no intentio n o f pro v o king 
Mo sco w by any dramatic ac­ 
tio ns. 


Thus East Euro pe kno ws it 
must pro g ress slo wly , patiently 
and if po ssible inv isibly if it is to 
appro ach any semblance o f in­ 
dependence. And fo r East 
Euro pe the v ery best ex ample to 
ape is that o f Finland. Fo r these 
reaso ns, 
“ Finlandizatio n" 
means a quite different and 
mo re ho peful thing to East 
Euro peans than it do es to West 
Euro peans. It means reducing 
rather than increasing the 
deg ree o f So v iet influence.

Shredder Devours Giant Hay Bales

Farm Editor 
At least one Nebraska cattle 
feeder seems to have found a 
way to get around the soybean 
meal shortage He is grinding 
alfalfa hay for use in his cattle 
ration 
Dale Kugler of ( ozad has been 
putting up hay in huge round 
bales that range from 1.200 to 3.- 
000 lbs for two years The new 
method of putting up hay has 
taken the work out of haying, 
largely because Kugler kept in­ 
venting new machines to handle 
the hay handling problems as 
fast as they came up 


‘‘We tried all sorts of things 
last >ear to learn how to handle 
the huge bales. I think we have 
gotten to the point where we 
have some of the answers,” he 
said. 


One of the answers Kugler 
came up with is a huge hay 
shredder attached to a grinder 
that converts the mammoth 
bales to a ground product that 
mixes easily with grain and 
silage for feeding beet cattle in 
the feed lot 
Three Drums 
The shrtdder which Kugler 
has applied for a patent on uses 
three drums equipped with 
sickle sections to shred the hay 
into a chopped product which is 
then carried to a huge hammer 
mill he built some 15 years ago. 


From the hammer mill the 
hay goes into a storage bin and 
later into a feed wagon where it 
IS mixed with other ingredients 
for cattle feed 


Kugler's crew has adopted the 
practice of grinding a supply of 
hay ahead in ease there is a 
breakdown in the hay handling 
system. The system works so 
well, however, that the machine 
operator spends most of his time 
relaxing in a lawn chair as the 
machine grinds away on the big 
bales. 


A unique feature is the small 
motor that moves the big bales 
into the knives that .shred the 
hay The motor is automatically 
started and stopped by a device 
that measures the amount of 
current used to run the shred­ 
ding blades 


If the blades are fully loaded 
the fwding device stops; and, 
when the blades are running free

then it inches the bale into the 
grinder again 
Had Problems 
‘‘We had our problems before 
we got this system going We had 
a single wheel cutting the hay 
which worked like a big fan wath 
knives. It ran fine until it got to 
the end of the bale and then it 
would blow a fuse every time 
Hut the three drum system 
works fine,” he said 


Storing the huge bales also 
proved to be a problem. ‘‘The 
ones we stacked alone or on end 
were all right but when we piled 
them like eordwood we found 
they spoiled every place the 
bales touched. 


Kugler IS trying two methods 
of storing hay this year He is 
.stacking the bales two high with 
a machine he adapted for the 
purpose and mounted on a truck 
One group of bales is covered 
with black tied down plastic 
sheets and a second group of 
bales is covered with a sprayed 
on plastic cover that dries into a 
pizza-like roof to keep out water. 
It takes a lot of power to run 
the system with a 50 horsepower 
motor on the shredder and a 60 
horsepower motor on the 
grinder plus smaller motors to 
run the conveyors but as Kugler 
put it. ‘‘it sure has taken the 
work out of feeding hay "

What makes the Nebraska 
school different is that it is the 
only correspondence school in 
the country accredituHl to give 
diplomas which are widely ree- 
(^nized said Dean Stewart, prin­ 
cipal of the seh(M)l. 
The far-flung program began 
in 1929 wJien a group of rural 
Nebraska high sihool .students 
appealed to the university for 
help after they found Iheir 
school did not teach Latin. 
The university stepped in and 
agreed to teach students by mail, 
and the program has since en- 
volved into one of the most 
e ffe c tive , though least 
publicized, of the university’s 
functions. 
Biggest factor in that success 
IS the sch(K)l’s organization and 
accreditation, says Stewart. 
Students may study anything 
from English literature to wel­ 
ding or plumbing. A full range of 
177 courses is offered, including 
all the standard academic fielcb 
found in a large, metropolitan 
high school. 
Although Stewart estimates 
about 10,000 of the 11,855 stu­ 
dents will eventually transfer 
their credits earned in the school 
to other high schools, the 
Nebraska program is fully ac­ 
credited to offer a diploma if the 
students attend no other school. 
Therein lies one of the secrets 
of succ’ess, according to Stewart. 
The Nebraska program is ac­ 
credited both Ity the Nebraska 
State Education Department 
and the North Central Academic 
Accreditation Association. 
Stewart said he knows of no 
private 
correspondenc'e 
high 
schools which are accredited by 
schools other than themselves. 
Many of the private school stu­ 
dents find their diplomas are not 
accepted by colleges, he said. 
Although other states operate 
programs similar to Nebraska, 
none is anywhere near as large 
or varied, he said. 
Nebraska students have been 
accepted at such universities as 
Amherst, Yale, and Southern 
California, said Stewart. 
P’inancially, the program is 
almost entirely self supporting 
with the student’s tuition paying 
for about 85 per cent of the 


prugnim cost 
Students from 
Nebraska pay $2:1 per eoursi' per 
semester, while students in the 
other 49 states pay $24. the 
foreign students pay $26 About 
20 per cent of the student body is

A large numhi’r of the stu­ 
dents from the United States are 
enrolled because they want 
courses their si’hools don’t offer 
or because they want to graduate 
faster than other students, accor­ 
ding to Stewart. 
The overseas students usually 
are the sons or daughters of U S 
parents working or living 
abroad. 
•‘We've got a lot of kids from 
families in government services 
overseas, along with a lot of 
children of missionaries." he 
explained. 
Stewart and his teachers are 
experts on the vagaries of the 
postal system 
"Only about one per cent of 
our stuff gets lost in the mail, 
but that’s a lot of work to the 
students who lose it," he said. 


One student from New York 
lost all his work when his fami­ 
ly’s yacht was sunk during a 
Carribbean storm. "They wrote 
us and said that they’d been 
lucky to get out with the lives 
and had lost all the material 
we’d sent, so we sent a new 
batch of stuff."

Fewer children may lose their lives to 


fire this y ear, thank s to the Federal 
F lam m able S tandard on ch ild ren s 
sleepwear that went into effect Sunday . 


Henceforth, all children s nightwear — 
gowns, pajamas, and robes — in sizes 0 to 
6X m anufactured in the United States or 
im ported, must meet the federal stan­ 
dards on flammability . according to Jane 
Speece, Ex tension tex tiles, clothing and 
design specialist at the University of 


Nebrask a-Lincoln 


She said 
sleepw ear m anufactured 
before July 29 , which does not meet the 


standard must carry a warning label 
stating this. Sleepwear that does m eet the 
standard req uires no special label. 


Consumers purchasing flam e retardant 
articles for children will find that the cost 
of sleepwear has increased somewhat due 
to the processes used in manufacturing 


the new material. 


A spot-check of several Lincoln stores 
indicated that the price rise varies accor­ 
ding to the garm ent in q uestion. Store 
em ploy es q uestioned said they had 
noticed a general disparity in prices 
between flam mable and nonflam mable 
articles — although the ex act distinction 
IS often difficult to pinpoint due to 
differences in brand, design, trim , etc. 


In cases where comparisons can be 
made (when the flammable and nonflam­ 
mable sty les are similar or identical!, it 
was found that the price of the new non­ 
flam mable items was about 40 cents to 


two dollars higher than that of their flam­ 
mable eq uivalents. 


One store consulted no longer carries 
any flam mable items, although it appears 
that this is an ex ception. Most children’s 
departm ents still have large q uantities of 
the pre-regulation garm ents in stock , 
along with their new inventories of non­ 
flam mable items. 


In addition to a price increase. Ms. 


S pea'e noted that the consum er may find 
that 
these sleepw ear garm ents are 
simpler in design because lace, ribbon 
and other trim s affect flammability . 


The ignition test used on the sleepwear 
sam ples req uires that the m anufacturer 
cut five specim ens from each garm ent 
and test them for flam mability on both 
the length and width. 


The test req uires the specim ens to be 
ex posed to a gas flam e for three seconds. 
The fabrics are laundered and dried 50 
tim es and ex posed again to the flam e test. 
A sim ulated seam is sewn in what is 
found to be the most flam m able direction 
and tested again. Any trim or decoration 
on the garm ent that is more than two in­ 
ches long must also be tested, she said. 


These changes in the flam mability of 
sleepwear have not just been confined to 
sizes (^X . A standard for children's 
sleepw ear sizes 7 -14 has also been 
proposed, but it has not been adopted y et 
Some m anufacturers and retailers are 
offering sleepwear in larger sizes which 
m eet the proposed standard. 


Although the new federal regulation is 
a step forward in safety , the National 
Safety Council (NSC) has issued a call to 
parents to study the law, k now its 
lim itations and to ex ercise vigilance in 
selecting safer w ardrobes for their 


children. 


“ Parents must be attuned to the fact 
th a t 
th e g overnm ent re q uire m e nt, 
although laudatory , covers only children's 
sleepwear in sizes 0-6X m anufactured 
after the July 29 th deadUne,” noted Phil 
Dy k stra. m anager of the NSC Home 
D epartm ent. 


“ P ajam as, nightgow ns, and robes 
m anufactured before that tim e may still 
be sold legally in the stores. 


It is even more im perative for parents 
to realize that the vast m ajority of 
children’s garm ents are still not flame 
retardant and that care must be tak en to 
k eep the fabrics away from sources of ig­ 


nition,” he said. 


The Safety Council urged parents to 
tak e th ese p rec autions concerning 
children’s clothing: 


- Ask for a flame retardant garment 


when purchasing sleepwear in sizes ^ X 
Don’t rely on a clerk to check the label 
for y ou. ¡aspect the label y ourself. Mt» t 
of these fabrics need special 
care, so 
carefully follow the suggested laundering 
procedures suggested by the manufac­ 
turer to preserve the flame retardancy . 


K e e p tr a c k of th e num be r of 
launderings since the flame retardancy 
need only last through 50 washings to 
complv with the federal standard 


- R em em ber th at all non-flam e- 
retardant fabrics will burn under certain 
conditions. Keep children away from 
sources of fire or nam e such as space 
heaters, stoves, m atches, cigarettes, 


barbecues, other outdoor fires, etc. 


- Avoid loose fitting, frilly garments, 
(’lose fitting, tightly woven, smooth sur­ 
faced. heavy fabrics are the best safety 
buy . Wool is comparatively flame resis­ 
tant. Sy nthetics are usually less flam­ 
mable than cotton, linen and ray on 


However, sy nthetics, if ignited, may 
melt and form a stick y , sy rupy substance 
which can produce deep localized burns 
Learn about fabrics and their reaction to 
fire. The k nowledge may save y our 


child’s life 


—• If clothing ignition docs occur, teach 
y our child never to run. It spt'eds up the 
burning process by fanning the flames, 
lastruct him to drop to a horizontal posi­ 
tion to k eep the flames away from his 
face and to roll on the floor or ground to 


sm other the fire 


If observers are present, they can 
ex tinguish the blaze by wTapping the vic­ 
tim in a rug, blank et or other heavy 
fabric W ater may also be used to snuff 


out the flames. 


Statistics from the U S. Departm ent of 
Health Fk lucation and W elfare show that 
from 3.0(X) to 5.000 persons die and from 
150,000 to 250,000 are injured every y ear 
from burns associated with flammable 


fabrics fires.

Rawalpindi, Pak istan — The neighbors of 
Nasim Khan ignore her. Freda Shah’s friends 
are reluctant to phone 
Mrs Maheed Badar 
stay s hom e each night, y earning to see a motion 


piciure in the city 
“ I haven’t seen a film in m ore than a y ear." 
said Mrs Badar. a y oung, sad-ey ed m other of 
two children “ I must rem ain indcwrs and wear 
dark clothes. I m ustn’t go out. especially in the 
evening. I am a widow whose husband is alive. ” 
Mrs. Badar and her two friends are wives of 
Pak istani prisoners of war. the group of 9 3.000 
held in 50 Indian cam ps since the .strife in 
Bangladesh in Decem ber, 197 1. 
Although the release of the prisoners is a 
deeply em otional political issue in F’ak istan. the 
activist wives of the POW ’s are. ironically , the 
object of scorn and dismay in the rigid social at­ 


m osphere of this Moslem nation. 
“ It’s difficult for a woman to survive alone 
in our society and people can’t accept the fact of 
a woman leaving her hom e to work or speak 
publicly ," said Mrs Shah, the convent-educated 


wife of a Pak istani arm y engineer 
“H ere the only place for a woman is to be 
hidden When we dem onstrate, when we talk on 
television, it’s unheard of 
I still feel guilty 


about it” 
Although the western concept of women’s 
liberation, is remote, the wives of many of the 
Pak istani prisoners have tak en a hesitant, but 


unmistak able, step toward advancement The 
steps have been tak en against relentless social 


pressures 
“Our society is very inflex ible and a woman 
simply can’t be alone." said Mrs Shah, sitting in 
the living room of her father’s home near down­ 
town Rawalpindi. “ People have a narrow out­ 
look . Even close friends stop calling because 
y ou’re without a husband A woman without a 


husband is nothing” 
In such urban centers as Rawalpindi. 
Karachi and Lahore, the wives of prisoners have 
been virtually forced to drop their silent roles 
and accept responsibilities that are rare for 
middle-class Pak istani women: visiting shops 
alone, 
conducting business transactions 
in 
stores and bank s, arranging trips to relatives. 


driving cars, mak ing basic decisions about 
.schools, phoning doctors, lawy ers, insurance 


agents. 
Bey ond this, a group of the women have 
made the unusual gesture of turning into public 
figures, leading dem onstrations urging the 


release of the prisoners. 
The POW’s are hostages in the fierce dis­ 
pute involving two other stranded groups on the 
subcontinent: the 150.000 to 17 5.000 Bengalis 
stranded in Pak istan and seek ing to go to 
Bangladesh, as well as the 600,000 to 9 00,000 
Biharis, non-Bengal Moslems in Bangladesh 
“A wom an’s place was alway s around her 
children, and her home and pleasing her 
husband,” said Mrs. Khan, the wife of a lieute­ 
nant colonel in the arm y ’s legal branch and the 
general secretary of the National Council for the 
Repatriation of Pak istani Prisoners of War. 
“Outside interests were discouraged. We 
rarely went out. 
My husband was q uite 
religious. Then, suddenly , he was captured and I 


felt every thing was lost. 
“Our society is so conservative that it’s dif­ 
ficult to step outside the house alone," said Mrs. 
Khan, a firm, self-assured m other of four 


children 
Within the village the wives of prisoners 
receive only sporadic government pay m ents — 
lower-grade enlisted men earn about $15 a 
month — and live with mothers-in-law. 
“We visit the villages and the women are 
cry ing and pray ing to God,” Mrs. Khan said. 
“They never get along with their mothers-in-law 
and there’s alway s bick ering about money , 
about the children, about what to do.” 
“The wives are frightened and treated mis­ 
erably and there’s nowhere to go for them ,” 
Mrs Khan said. “The women say that there is 
no life without a husband and they might as well 
be dead. And in villages that’s how people treat 


a woman without a husband.” 
Several prisoners’ wives are said to have 
suffered nervous break downs. Others are on 
sedatives and under the care of doctors. Even 
urban w om en have com e und er fam ily 


pressures for shopping alone.

Charitable Deductions

Washington — A tax watchdog 
organization is challenging the 
legality of charitable deductions 
reportedly claimed by President 
Nix on for a $57 0.000 gift of his 
papers to the National Archiv es

which it has submitted to the 
Internal Re\enue Serv ice. 


Nix on’s income tax returns 
should be audited, preferably by 
independent auditors, to deter­ 
mine whether the deductions 
were v alid or additional tax es 
should be assessed, Thomas F. 
F ie ld ; 
th e or g an iz ation ’s 
ex ecutiv e director, said in a 
letter to Internal Rev enue Com­ 
missioner Donald C. Alex ander. 


F ield estim ated that 
the 
deductions may hav e sav ed the 
President 
$28 5,000 in tax es. 
Perhaps $7 5.000 ot that amount 
no longer can 
be collected 
because the three-y ear statute of 
limitations has run out. Field 
said. 
He sent Alex ander an analy sis 
by Ira L. Tannenbaum. a diriv - 
tor of the organization, which 
concluded that Nix on was not 
en titled 
to 
the 
deductions 
because he did not make a legal 
gift of the papers before the 
effectiv e date of a tightening of 
the rules 


Tannenbaum said he was 
assuming the basic correctness 
of the circumstances described 
in a series of articles on the case 
by Nick Kotz in the Washington 
Post bst month 


Until (ongress enacted the 
Tax Reform Law of 19 69 , public 
figures could claim charitable 
deductions for the fair market 
v alue of donated papers. They 
were not tax ed on the increase in 
the v alue of the papers abov e the 
cost of producing them. 


The 19 69 law changed the rule 
so that dtniuctions for such gifts 
made after J uly 25 of that y ear 
were limited to the donor’s costs 
- 
essentially the cost of the 
paper on which the diM uments 
were wTitten 
in.stead of the 
higher v alue for which the 
papers could hav e been sold to 
collectors 
Tannenbaum said 1.217 cubic 
feet of Nix on s papers, written 
before he became President, 
reportedly were transferred to 
the National Archiv es in March 
19 69 . 


This was before the J uly 25 
effectiv e date of the new law 
but 
T annenbaum said the 
reported facts indicate that a 
legal gift was not made until 
later, and perhaps has not y et

With an announced “ y es” 
majority , the gov ernment now 
feels itself wTapped in respec­ 
tability and legality and ready to 
face its critic's inside and outside 
Greece Papadopoulos. the 54- 
y ear-old former intelligence of­ 
ficer and self-appointed presi­ 
dent, has a term running until 
19 81. Under the changes, he also 
will hav e almo.st unlim ited 
powers for national security , 
public order and foreign policy . 
In areas of lesser importance, he 
IS supposed to share powers with 
a new Parliament to be elected 
later from lists of screened can­ 
didates. 


This was the second time since 
the former colonels seized power 


in April, 19 67 , that they asked 
Greeks to go to the polls. 


In 19 68 , Greeks approv ed a 
“ crowned dem ocracy ” by a 
reported margin of some 92^^” 
Sunday , the regime figures 
show, they agreed with only 
somewhat less enthusiasm to the 
decree abolishing the 140-y ear- 
old monarchy and deposing King 
Constantine, who has been in 
ex ile in Rome for the past fiv e- 
and-a-half y ears 
The margin this time had been 
ex pected to be lower, because of 
rising d iscon ten t ov er th e 
authoritarian hand of the former 
colonels and a soaring inflation 
A spot check around the Athens 
area showed many v oters discar­ 
ding their “ nai” or “ y es” ballots 
on the floor and inserting “ ochi” 
or “ no” slips in the v oting 
env elopes. 
As part of its campaign to win 
a big margin, the regime decided 
on using white paper with blue 
letters — G reece’s national 
colors — for the “ y es” slips and 
dark gray with black letters for 
the “ no” v otes.

The Nader group said that 
Miles Laboratories, makers of 
Alka-Seltzer, withheld a study 
allegedly questioning the drug’s 
safety until after the adv isory 
fom m ittee had made its report. 
A spokesman for the Elkhart, 
Ind. company called charges that 
it 
w i t h h e l d 
i n f or m at i on 
“ outrageous and unjustified.” 
“ The research referred to was 
conducted by an independent 
ex pert 
gastroenterologist 
in 
Australia. 
Apply ing 
scientific 
m ethods, he concluded that 
Alka-Seltzer produced no signifi­ 
cant increase in gastro intestinal 
blood loss.” the spokesman said. 
The FDA said it will “ fully 
consider” the charge and other 
public comments before taking 
final action on the proposed 
standards.

MANILA. Philippines (AP) — 
G ov e r n m e n t - g u i d e d 
n e w s 
reports proclaimed Sunday that 
the martial-law regime of Presi­ 
dent P'erdinand E. Marcos won 
ov erwhelming support in the 
Philippine national referendum. 
The initial returns included all 
ballots from Manila, the largest 
city in the Philippines and a 
traditional stronghold of opposi­ 
tion groups. Unofficial results 
from outside the capital in­ 
dicated the regim e’s v ictory 
margin could rise to 9 -1. 
Twenty million ballots were 
ex pected to be cast in the com­ 
pulsory v oting, nine m illion 
more than in 19 7 1 during the 
country ’s last free election. The 
gov ernment had plugged for a 
massiv e v ote and 
threatened 
fines and jail sentences for 
v oters who failed to show up at 
the polls. 
A nightly curfew from mid­ 
night to 4 a.m., lifted temporari­ 
ly for the election, went back 
into effect after the polls closed. 
The Manila Times-J ournal, 
backed by a brother of the 
president’s wife, declared in an 
editorial that from the v ote “ will 
raise a new mandate for the 
president. . . to forge ahead and 
continue the reforms that he has 
initiated since September 19 7 2.” 
The Daily Ex press, a semiof­ 
ficial organ edited by another 
relativ e of Mrs. Marcos, spoke in 
a page-one editorial of a “ fresh 
mandate” for Marcos. 
One step that seemed certain 
to follow this referendum was 
the appointment by Marcos of a 
legislativ e adv isory council to fill 
a national assem bly . Marcos 
prov ided for such an assembly in 
his new constitution but has 
been reluctant to conv ene it. 
The council idea was among 
topics discussed in the citizens’ 
assemblies before the election. 
The discussion topics w ere 
supplied by Manila. 
The new constitution also 
would let Marcos ex tend his 
term ev en if the national 
referendum went against him. 


The administration permitted 
a semblance of public debate 
during a fiv e-day period before 
and during the referendum and 
prov ided some respite from mar­ 
tial law regulations. But it con­ 
tinued 
to 
prov ide 
careful 


guidance to the broadcast media 
and the press during the referen­ 
dum and controlled the entire 
election proi'edure 
E lected officials were en­ 
couraged to campaign openly for 
a "y es” v ote

UNO Almost Lost Sports 


After receiving criticism over the ex pansion of its 
athletic program the University of Nebraska at Omaha 
not only answered the criticism, but also had an unusual 
story to reveal. 


“ Most people aren’t aware that we almost lost part or 
all of our athletic program when we merged into the state 
sy stem,’’ UNO sports information director Fred Gerardi, 
said. 


“The feeling was to let the Lincoln campus have all 
the athletic programs,“ he continued. 
"A lot of this came about because we weren't getting 
very much support from either the people in the greater 
Omaha metropolitan area or our student body ." 


The change in the Maverick athletic program came 
when two things occurred according to Gerardi, who has 
been the SID for UNO since 196H. 


“When Dr Ronald Koskens becme our chancellor 
and Cly de Riggers our athletic director, they started plan­ 
ning on ex panding our athletic program,” Gerardi said. 
“The basic idea was that a city the size of Omaha 
wouldn’t support a smalt college athletic program, but 
would a good, sound middle-sized one." 


The first thing that UNO did was establish a booster 
program from which money would come strictly for 
grant-in-aids according to (ierardi. 


“We ex ceeded our goal the first y ear of the booster 
program, which enabled us to double our athletic grants 
and let u.s give full rides," the Maverick SID ex plained. 


Goal Set at $100,000 


UNO hopes to eventually receive $100,000 a y ear from 
the booster program, which will enable the school to com­ 
pete on the level it desires. 


The schools the Mavericks are considering joining 
with to form a new conference now offer about 100 grants 
just in football, while UNO now offers 75. 


•‘We hope to reach the lOO-grant level within a few 
y ears." (ierardi said '‘However, we probably won't join a 
new conference until we see what the NC AA does. 


If the NUAA splits into three groups like UNO hopes 
It will. Wiv Omaha school will loin the middle group 
(ierardi ex plained 


“ We probably won’t join a new conference for 
another y ear or two, unless one or two of the schools we 
want in the conference decide to form the conference this 
y ear,” (ierardi said. 


“ Regardless ot w1iat we do this y ear as far as a con­ 
ference IS concerned, we are totally solvent financially 
and we should do better at the gate now that we will have 
artificial turf and lights for our football field in order to 
play at night" 


The Mavericks plan on starting gy mnastics and 
hockey on a club basis this y ear and have swimming 
planned on a long-range basis “Our enrollment is going 
up and we feel the atmosphere is right for ex pansion, es­ 
pecially when things like our booster program have gotten 
off to good starts." Gerardi said.

Weiskopf. continuing his incred­ 
ible performance as the hottest 
golfer on the P(i.A tour fired a 
two-under-par 70 Sunday to win 
the Canadian Open by two 
strokes —his fifth victory in his 
last eight tournaments 
Weiskopf, who won the British 
Open earlier this month after 
starting his hot streak with three 
victories at Ft Worth. Charlotte, 
N {’ , and F’hiladelphia, earned 
m m for his 72-hole total of 
278, 10 under par 
The winnings pushed him over 
th'’ $200,000 mark for the first 
time in his career — a figure 
previously attained on the PiJA 
tour only by Jack Nicklaus. Ar­

Weiskopf has won $184,805 in 
his last eight .starts including 


$1.C500 in the British Open 
which does not count in his total 
for the y ear He finished second,

Platte Valley . 


Retu rning trou t will not be 
able to reprodu ce in all of these 
streams, bu t the commission 
hopes to establish spawning pop­ 
u lations in those that hav e 
su itable habitat 
Ev en if the 
streams are not su itable for 
spawning, they serv e well as 
places for the fingerlings to grow 
to adu lt size, thereby sav ing con­ 
siderably on fish hatchery space 
and ex pense 


In either case, this ty pe of 
stocking benefits both the Lake 
IVlci'onaughy fisherman and the 
stream fisherman in the North 
Platte Valley abov e the lake.

EVERYBODY'S MONEY: 
Influx Of Foreign Ca pita l 
Into U.S. Is Increa s ing

By the end of World War I, 
hower, the United States 
achieved economic maturity, 
(“eased being a debtor country, 
and was hailed as a great 
creditor nation. Instead of con­ 
tinuing to borrow funds on 
balance from England, Holland 
and other nations, we reversed 
the trend and exported dollars 
on a grand scale. This was a new 
role for Americans. The early 
excesses were compounded by 
Washington policy makers. The 
U.S. Treasury in World War I 
made colossal intergovernmen­ 
tal loans, chiefly to Great Britain 
and France, and these were 
largely detaulted on except by 
little Finland. 


was Ignored by bull speculators, 
but latterly the imbalance 
became increasingly visible. 
Belated fears of foreign holders 
of the excess glut of dollars 
resulted in a panicky feeling, 
which was met by two dollar 
devaluations within 14 months. 
But such action was regarded as 
weakness rather than strength, 
and the dollar continued to be 
kicked around The peak of im­ 
paired confidence as a matter of 
fact occurred belatedly after 
there were already early signs of 
a turnaround.

Nevertheless, between the two 
World Wars. American expan­ 
sion as a creditor continued, 
despite an interruption in the 
depression of the 1930’s. 
In World War II. the U.S. was 
the only major belligerent un­ 
touched by the physical ravages 
of war. With others exhausted, 
there was a global hue and cry 
about the dollar shortage, and 
for humanitarian and other 
reasons our government in the 
spirit of international Good 
Times Charley through grants 
and loans exported dollars to 
rehabilitate foreign countries. 
This tended to end the former 
international shortage of dollars, 
and, if the policy had been 
promptly reversed after the 
situation had been corrected, the 
ultimate results would have 
been different. 
However, government policy 
created a chronic deficit in U.S. 
international payments not only 
by continuing direct foreign aid, 
but also by continuing huge 
expenditures overseas for U.S. 
bases and for U.S. armed forces 
around the world. This im­ 
balance in payments was tem­ 
porarily aggravated by export of 
our capital by multinational cor­ 
porations for direct investment 
in plants overseas. Such in­ 
vestments, when successful, 
eventually bring payments back 
to our shores for interest, divi­ 
dend and return of capital, but 
the immediate impact is to in­ 
crease the deficit. 
During most of the booming 
1960’s, the cancerous imbalance 
in our international payments 


Be this as it may, attempted 
remedies through financial 
manipulation have been un­ 
availing. Fundamental correc­ 
tives should be applied through 
curtailed net governmental 
expenditures overseas, at least 
until the dollar becomes 
stabilized, and strong efforts to 
reduce costs of production 
within the U.S. through stepping 
up technology based on incen­ 
tives to increase investment in 
more efficient capital goods. 


W'hile such a transition may be 
in the making, what are foreign 
ow'ners doing with excess dollars 
not currently needed to settle 
export-import balances? Many 
have been standing on the 
sidelines waiting for the dollar to 
find its level, but some have 
been cautiously using their 
dollars to pick up bargains in the 
New York Stock Exchange and 
others are making direct in­ 
vestments in U.S. enterprises.

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Rand Corp. Mission Changes 


SANTA MONICA, Calif. (AP) 
— The Rand Corp., the so-ealled 
‘‘think tank" whose fu tu re was 
threatened in recent y ears by the 
Kllsberg affair and congressional 
skeptics, seems to be on solid 
footing again. Its mission has 
chang(*d, too. 
In the past the insiiiu te was 
dev oted largely to m ilitary 
research, bu t now abou t half its 
research is nonmilitary 
With the conclu sion of the 
Pentagon papers trial last 
spring, the shadow of former 
Rand researcher Daniel Ellsberg 
has b(‘en lifted from the in­ 
stitu te. 
And Congress, which had been 
ex pressing seriou s dou bts abou t 
continu ing to foot Riind’s bills, 
has committed fu nds for at least 
two y ears and probably longer. 
President Don Rice say s there 
is at present “no foreseeable 
threat" to Rand’s continu ed 
ex istence. The 34-y ear-old 
former assistant director of the 
federal office of Management 
and Bu dget took ov er in March 
197 2 when Rand was still su f­ 
fering embarrassment ov er the 
Pentagon papers. 
After Ell.sberg admitted he 
had taken the secret F’entagon 
papers war stu dy from Rand in 
Uk)9 and copied it, the institu te’s 
secu rity sy stem was qu estioned. 
T he A ir F orc e , 
w hich 
organized liind at the end of 
W orld War II, took charge of the 
institu te’s classified materials, 
and hu ndreds of Rand staff 
members lost their secu rity 
clearances. 


Added to this was the skep­ 
ticism that had flared in 
i ’ongress from time to time ov er 
Rand and the other think tanks 


Was it desirable to keep su p­ 
porting institu tions that did 
high-lev el planning ou tside of 
gov ernment itself, and which 
were tu rning toward increasing 
research in domestic areas? 
Rice’s predecessor, Harry S. 
Rowen, who resigned in the 
wake of the F31sberg affair, had 
been gu iding Rand toward more 
stu dies of domestic issu es. 
Now, say s Rice, "national 
secu rity research is still slightly 
more than 50 per cent” of 
Rand’s activ ities. A y ear ago it 
was more than 7 0 per cent. 
Rand receiv es 91 per cent of 
its $26 million bu dget from the 
federal gov ernment, 5 per cent 
from local gov ernments in­ 
clu ding school districts, 3 per 
cent from priv ate fou ndations 
and I per cent from state 
gov ernments. 
With the Vietnam war official­ 
ly ov er, R and ’s m ilitary 
researchers hav e tu rned to su ch 
matters as way s of maintaining 
an all-v olu nteer armed force, 
strategies for limited wars, im­ 
plications of the Strategic Arms 
Limitations agreements, and 
political analy ses of ev ents in 
f’hina and the Sov iet Union. 
The newer domestic concerns 
of Rand, said Rice, inclu de these 
main areas; health policy and 
sciences, edu cation, 
com ­ 
mu nications policy , energy and 
transportation, u rban stu di« ^ 
and hou sing. 
Ou t of this civ il mission has 
come the New York City Rand 
Institu te This facility , said Rice, 
has prov ed its worth as a policy - 
oriented research and dev elop­ 
ment facility for attacking the 
city ’s tou gh and ex tensiv e 
problems. 
A m ong 
th e 
i n s t it u t e ’s 


recommendations were com­ 
pu terized sy .stems for deploy ing 
fire and police u nits and a 
program of rent assistance for 
poor people. 
Rice, a solemn, bespectacled 
specialist in management and 
economics, is the third president 
in Rand’s 26-y ear history . 
The Air Force set u p Rand as 
an independent corporate entity 
to condu ct research on air war­ 
fare and related problems of 
national secu rity . Since then it 
has trained its analy tical talents 
on a wide range of military con­ 
cerns, some of which hav e 
earned it a repu tation among the 
left as a war plan factory . 
Since the Vietnam conflict has 
ceased to occu py su ch a promi­ 
nent place in the pu blic mind, 
said Rice, there has been no 


problem in recru iting new y ou ng 
researchers. And once they 
come to Rand, they stay 
“Ou r tu rnov er rates aren’t as 
high as I’d like," he said “The 
rate shou ld be abou t 10 per cent 
a y ear in a corporation this size, 
and ou rs is way u nder that” 
One thing Rand is not in­ 
terested in. said Rice, is grow-lh 
for its own sake. 
In fact, it is "u nbridled 
growth" which Rice sees as the 
main objection Congress had to 
R and’s activ ities, and that 
tendency , he said, has been 
taken care of. A slightly redu c(‘d 
bu dget for the corporation has 
been settled on, and the staff at 
all three Rand facilities (New 
York and Washington in addition 
to Santa Monica) has lev eled off 
at abou t 1,000. 


Oil 
Its

worldwide petroleu m shortage 
that ha.s been cau sing headaches 
for some motorists is a potential 
sore spot for aspirin makers as

Also threatened are manu fac­ 
tu rers of plastic, fertilizer, paint, 
pesticides, sy nthetic fabrics and 
other so-i’alled petrochemical 
produ cts — goods made from 
natu ral gas or petroleu m 
While there is no immediate 
likelihood that farmers will hav e 
to stop planting or th a t 
hou sewiv es won't find plastic 
bags on su permarket shelv es, in- 
du str>’ people are v oicing con­ 
cern abou t the fu tu re 
Some 
prcx lu ccrs ev en are hav ing trou ­ 
ble getting desired qu antities of 
raw materials now. 
"It’s like the gasoline shor­ 
tage There aren’t too many peo­ 
ple who hav e to postpone their 
v acations becau se they can’t get 
gas for their cars. Bu t it's the 
fu tu re that ev erv one is worried 
abou t." said James Hearons. a 
v ice prt^sident at Owens-Coming 
Fiberglass 
PetnH'hemical produ cts are 
u sed to make su ch div erse items 
as shower cu rtains, hou sewares, 
boat hu lls and antifreeze 
In 
aspirin, a petroleu m produ ct is 
partly responsible for the 
medicinal qu ality . 
Althou gh the indu stry con­ 
su mes on av erage less than 5 per 
cent of the nation’s petroleu m, 
sou rces said this 5 per cent is 
being 
h u ng rily 
ey ed by 
produ cers of gasoline and 
heating oil. who are hard 
pressed to meet the nation’s 
ex panding energy needs. And. as 
one official pu t it. w ith 
petrochem ical demand also 
growing “it’s really a qu estion of 
who is going to get squ eezed 
ou t” 
One of the main trou ble spots 
IS in the fertilizer indu stry . 
Produ ction of anhy drou s am­ 
monia — accou nting for abou t a 
third of the fertilizer u sed in this 


cou ntry — dropped 5 to 10 per 
cent in the y ear ended Ju ne 30, 
largely becau se of an inability to 
obtain enou gh natu ral gas. ac­ 
cording to Ed Wheeler, presi­ 
dent of the Fertilizer Institu te, a 
trade a.ssociation Natu ral gas is 
a m ajor feedstock, or raw 
material, for anhy drou s am­ 
monia. 
Indu stry ’ sou rces said there 
were no real shortages last y ear 
becau se widespread flooding 
decreased crop plantings and 
fertilizer produ cers were able to 
draw on inv entories. Bu t they 
think 197 4 will be a difficu lt 
y ear, since inv entories hav e been 
v irtu ally depleted and the 
gov ernment has freed an ad­ 
ditional 40 million acres for plan­ 
ting. 
“Ev ery body is screaming for 
additional corn and wheat, bu t if 
we don’t hav e the fertilizer, they 
won’t get that produ ction." said 
W’heeler. who predicts demand 
will be u p 10 per cent nex t y ear. 
Imports cannot make u p the 
difference. 
W heeler 
said. 
“Nobody has any thing for sale. 
Ev ery nation in the world is 
hu ngry for more food, and 
ov erseas produ cers 
are sold 
pu t” 
Adding to the problem is a 
shortage of plant capacity . 
“Companies are relu ctant to 
bu ild new ammonia plants since 
they cannot be gu aranteed an 
u ninterru ptable gas contract," 
said James Glav in, ex ecu tiv e 
v ice president of the agricu ltu re- 
chemical grou p for W. R. Grace 
& Co. 


The plastics indu stry ’, which 
grew 20 per cent last y ear, is also 
beginning to feel the pinch. “The 
ou tlook right now is grim," said 
Dav id Clav adetscher, v ice presi­ 
dent of Premix Inc.. a mediu m­ 
sized produ cer of glass fiber 
produ cts. “Ou r bu siness demand 
has dou bled since last y ear, bu t 
we can't get enou gh produ ct to 
meet it.”
